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Countrym. J Am glad to find, Mafter, that the 
High-flying Faction, how infolent 
and noifie foever they appear, don’t pafs with- 
out Rebukes; and that the Wifer and Better Part 
of the Nation followsthem clofe at the Heels 
with Addreffes and Proteftations, @c. to difco- 
ver the Fallacies and Indire¢ét Methods by which 
they procure their Tory Addreffes, or rather 
Declarations for the Pretender, with which they 
make fuch a Pother. Thus as {oon as the Pre- 
tended Addrefs from Glocefterfbire (which led the
